Radio Signals 


Space Scientists 
Plan 3 Celestial 


Launch Projects 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 


beetle-like satellites, a string of 
eight communications satellites, 
and a reactor-in-the-sky will be 
rocketed aloft by U.S. space 
scientists. 


Plans for the projects were 


revealed in three separate an- 
nouncements late Monday, indi- 
cating the-variety of space ven- 
tures on the horizon. 


The space beetles — with 


antennae extending almost a 
third of a mile — are designed 
to seek the source of mysterious 
celestial radio signals from our 
Milky Way galaxy, its planets 
and the stars. 


280 Pound Craft 


The National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration says the 
first of the 280-pound spacecraft 
are to go into orbit some 3.700 
miles above the earth sometime 
in 1967, at the earliest. 


The two satellites will meas- 


ure the intensity and frequency 
of the signals, the time of emis- 
sion and, within limits, will seek 
to pinpoint the regions of space 
from which they stem.

will 
be 
launched 


simultaneously for use by the 
Defense Department. 


They will be sent skyward in 


1966 by the privately owned 
government—regulated Commu 
nications Satellite Corp. — Com- 
sat — using a launch vehicle 
provided by the Pentagon. 


If the launch is successful, the 


Defense Departmeot would paj 
only for communications serv 
ices. If the launch fails, Comsa 
would be responsible.

Apple about 
one-fourth pound of salt per 
square yard of surface; about 
one handful per square of 
sidewalk. In light snowfalls this 
one application may eliminate 
the need for shovelling. In 
heavier snow the brine prevents 
the snow from bonding to the 
salk, drive and steps. 


In continued snowfall, spread 


a second application of salt 
after the snow accumulates to a 
depth of two or three inches. 
Before shovelling, wait until the 
salt has honeycombed the snow 
and the brine has spread out 
between the snow and the 
pavement This lets the snow 
shovel glide under the snow.

But, by 
God, this money shall return or 
they will stay in prison until 
they die like dogs."

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Enigma in Education 


There is an enigma in the educational 


field that doesn't make a great deal of 
cense. 


As the post-war boom babies reach into 


the college years and as the percentage of 
high school graduates going on for more 
education increases, there is an ever-grow- 
ing demand and need for college and uni- 
versity teachers. Practically every college 
administrator in the country spends a good 
part of his time fretting and moaning 
about the shortages and the problems of 
recruitment. 


To lure good teachers, the adminis- 


trator offers not only higher pay but a 
variety of fringe benefits including fre- 
quent sabbaticals, lots of time for inde- 
pendent research and low teaching loads. 
Then he insists that the new teacher pub- 
lish the results of his research or risk los- 
ing tenure and his job. So instead of pay- 
Ing attention to the teaching of under- 
graduates, the professor puts in long hours 
in research and writing, publishes a book 
few people will read or understand and 
ends up contributing less and less to the 
field of teaching. 


Clark Kerr, President of the University 


of California, warned in his book The Uses 
of a University that many universities now 
are primarily research centers, that the 
old close relationship between undergrad- 
uates and teachers is nonexistent, that ad- 
ministrators are more concerned with rais- 
ing funds than specific campus problems. 
In addition there is the hop, skip and jump 
philosophy of many of the teachers who 
change campuses every few years. Iron- 
ically it was the University of California 
campus at Berkeley where one result of 
this fragmentation and lack of liaison 
erupted into the widespread and still un- 
explained riots this winter. President Kerr 
saw 'what was coming when he wrote his 
book but he was unable to prevent it. A 
cynic might even wonder whether the time 
he spent writing the book might have been 
put to better advantage at Berkeley itself. 


Woodrow Wilson Sayre can't be said to 


have an objective view of the problems 
since he was dismissed at Tufts University 
because he refused to go along with the 
"publish or perish" philosophy. But his 


remarks appear to be sound. Teaching will 
become more and more mediocre, he 
warns, if it is regarded by university offi- 
cials as secondary. The top men in various 
fields do less and less teaching and so do 
even the top graduate students. This serves 
to bear out the old saw that "he who can, 
does; he who can't, teaches." 


The trouble with much of this of course 


is that teaching and writing or even some 
kinds of research do not necessarily go 
together. There have been charges from 
various educators about the dangers of the 
"Establishment" in the policies of educa- 
tion at the elementary and secondary level. 
But it appears that there is a certain 
amount of closed-mindedness at the uni- 
versity level as well. Does a prominent 
and well-published professor actually add a 
great deal to the status of a particular 
campus? Are parents and prospective stu- 
dents really impressed to the point of en- 
rollment or even contributions by big 
names? And of course of greater impor- 
tance but apparently overlooked by at least 
some university officials, does the presence 
of such well known professors contribute 
at all to the effectiveness of teaching in 
that department? 


As classes swell in numbers, there are 


bound to be changes in methods, and prob- 
lems of teaching in the years ahead. The 
burden of learning, of course, has always 
been upon the student, particularly at the 
college level. But the inspiration of a 
really fine teacher, dedicated to his subject 
and to his career cannot be overestimated 
as most former students will testify. If 
what appear to be false standards of excel- 
lence are held up for the instructors and 
associate professors for advancement, the 
qualities of teaching, learning and of 
values are going to suffer. 


Perhaps the shortage of college and 


university teachers in the years ahead may 
serve to modify the present requirements 
for research and publication. Perhaps more 
teachers will, like Sayre. have the courage 
to oppose the system. Perhaps there will 
be more signs, like that on the Berkeley 
campus, of the lack of communication 
among students, faculty, administration 
and community. 


Eager-Beaver Police Work 


Quick police work has often been ex- 


ceedingly important in the prevention of 
serious crimes and the capture of crim- 
inals. But an eager-beaver incident in 
Massachusetts last week was alarming. 


An anonymous phone caller notified 


the police station in Peabody that two men 
had been seen leaving a bank and one of 
them was masked. Although there had 
been no report of any robbery, the police 
dispatched more than a dozen officers to 
the area, threw up road blocks and stopped 
traffic. Sure enough, along came a car with 
two men. One of them had a white surgical 
mask over his mouth. 


The police handcuffed the pair and 


hustled them off to the police station 
despite attempted explanations and again 
despite the fact that no crime had been 
reported. As it turned out, the two were 
brothers on their way to a hospital. The 
one wearing the mask had had a kidney 
removed a short time before an'd had been 
instructed by his doctor to take the extra 
precautions against cold and infection. 


Had there been a serious crime com- 


mitted and reported, there might have 
been justification for the 
extraordinary 


precautions. But whatever happened to 
the presumption of innocence until guilt 
is proven? 


Man's Rib? 


The ethics committee of the Associa- 


tion of the Bar of the City of New York 
recently criticized the political activities 
of Mrs. Charlotte Spiegel, chairman of the 
executive committee of the New York 
County Democratic Committee. Their con- 
cern was over the fact that Mrs. Spiegel's 
husband was a civil court judge. One or 
the other ought to resign, the committee 
said, but it left little doubt that it should 
be Mrs. Spiegel. 


The decision opens up new areas of 


discussion about exactly what are conflicts 
of interest when members of a family are 
involved. But there was no question as to 
the point of view of the Lucy Stone League 
which promptly invited Mrs. Spiegel's 
membership and presented her with a 
mink gag as a symbol of the attitude of 
the ethics committee. The committee's ac- 
tion was "the most stupid thing that has 
emanated from the city bar association." 
said one spokeswoman. "Is it possible that 
we're at a stage when a married woman 
would not be permitted to influence her 
husband?" 


It is possible that the influence is what 


the ethics committee was worried about. 
But the Lucy Stone League, named after a 
Nineteenth Century suffragette who re- 
fused to give up her maiden name upon 
marriage—and who has many adherents to 
the policy within the League today—is sim- 
ply continuing the struggle against male 
domination, privilege and prestige. 


There are a couple of areas where the 


Lucy Stone League is certain to probe. 
One should be application of the civil 
rights law which outlaws sexual as well 
as racial discrimination in hiring practices. 
There are almost certain to be cases ap- 
pealed which will be hard of proof. An- 
other hint appears in recent articles in the 
Roman Catholic liberal publication. Com- 
monweal, calling upon the Church to ad- 
mit women to the priesthood. We are ra- 
ther surprised the League hasn't campaign- 
ed for a military draft of women too. 


Besieged men who complain that wom- 


en have taken their cigarettes, beer, jobs 
and head of the household status may 
think that there really isn't much more for 
the Lucy Stone League to do. But as some 
man wrote a long time ago, women's work 
is never done.

Washington Not Considering 
Any New Approach to China

The Johnson administration 


has the best of reasons for 
believing that it will be under 
no pressure from Britain or 
France or India to work out a 
frosh approach to the Peking 
government. For widely dif- 
ferent reasons, each of these 
three governments is discon- 
tented with its own Chinese 
policy. They are in no mood to 
press 
their 
views 
on 
the 


President or to create a major 
public issue on Chinese affairs.

There was a time when 


India had close and useful 
relations 
with 
China. That 


period ended long before Neh- 
ru's death. Since then India 
has come to regard China as a 
threat to her safety. Relations 
between the two govrnments 
are bad and show no sign of 
getting any better. India still 
wants China to be a member 
of the United Nations but all 
sense of urgency has gone out 
of this drive. 


The British Labor Govern- 


ment recognized China in 1950.

ods of frankness have been 
followed by much longer peri- 
ods ef truculent suspicion. The 
blame rests on Peking, not on 
London. At present Peking is 
being particularly difficult and 
nasty. 


There will be some pressure 


on Prime Minister Wilson 
from members of the Labor 
Party to make fresh overtures 
to China. Regardless of his 
response, Mr. Wilson is in no 
position 
to accept a new 


approach. For 
the British 


experience is thorouhly famil- 
iar to officials in Washington. 
It provides no incentive to 
have the United States follow 
the British example. 


This country does not feel 


that it has to look to Britain 
for guidance on Chinese policy. 
Without the use of regular 
diplomatic 
techniques, 
the 


United States has managed to 
know as much as the British 
about what is going on inside 
China. Neither for London or 
Washington is this information 
very important But at least it 
removed any 
necessity of 


American deference to Britain 
on Chinese problems. 


It should be added that 


Britain since 1950 has realized 
that China presents special 
problems 
for 
the 
United 


States. At no time has Britain 
behaved with anything but 
admirable restraint in making 
her own case on China. Will 
France show a similar re- 
straint since her recognition of 
Peking? The answer is still 
obscure but there are some 
encouraging signs. 


Despite the continued fric- 


tion 
between Prance 
and 


America. President Johnson 
has succeeded in keeping his 
personal relations with Presi- 
dent de Gaulle above these 
irritants. Their mutual respect 
may yet abate any desire by 
France to create mischief. 


In general, it can be said 


that America's more import- 
ant allies want no early 
change in American policy. 
They would regret any deci- 
sion which moved the Seventh 
Fleet away from its constant 
watch on China. That fleet is 
the supreme sanction against 
new military adventures by 
Peking. 


Here in Washington there 


certainly is no enthusiasm for 
a new policy or even for a new 
approach. The view quite 
simply is that Peking would 


regard any American overture 
as evidence of weakness in- 
stead of as a desire for 
conciliation. The result of a 
fresh American approach, in 
default of any improvemnt in 
Peking, might be additional 
strains and anxieties for Chi- 
na's neighbors. 
VIET NAM SPECIAL CASE 


Thus the Johnson adminis- 


tration sees no reasonable 
alternative 
in 
the 
months 


ahead to the continuation of 
the present policy. President 
Johnson is not even remotely 
interested at present in mak- 
ing the sort of appeal to 
Peking that President Kenne- 
dy made to Moscow in the 
latter part of his administra- 
tion. It must be emphasized 
however that the President's 
attitude will swiftly change if 
China gives evidence of wel- 
coming a new approach and of 
responding to peaceful over- 
tures with franknes and a 
desire to co-operate. On this 
point the evidence of any 
Chinese improvement is ex- 
tremely discouraging. In fact, 
it does not exist at all. 


Quite plainly 
Viet 
Nam 


forms a special case. China's 
role in Viet Nam has been no 
less evil because it has been 
furtive and concealed. The 
United States will continue to 
hold North Viet Nam rather 
than China primarily respon- 
sible for the crisis. But it has 
no illusions about China's part 
in the communist campaign. 
Threats 
from 
Peking 
will 


harden rather than weaken 
America's resolve to save 
South Viet Nam from commu- 
nist domination. 


Neutralization will be favor- 


ably considered only when it is 
shown that North Viet Nam 
and China are ready to respect 
neutrality instead of making 
it an opportunity for delayed 
domination. This means that 
the Johnson administration is 
waiting for someone to prove 
that neutrality is a policy 
rather than a trap. 


Until that proof is forthcom- 


ing, it sees no alternative to 
its present policy in Viet Nam. 
despite all its blunders and 
confusions 
and 
disappoint- 


ments.

Such is the periodic appeal 


from 
some quarters for a 


state constitutional convention 
to clean up what the public is 
invariaUy told is an archaic 
and 
ineffective 
system 
of 


government within Wisconsin. 


One of the first proposals in 


the new legislature was spon- 
sored by a young man from 
Milwaukee who obviously has 
been impressed by the rhetoric 
of the constitutional convention 
champions. He will get a good 
deal of flattering attention on 
some of the less realistic 
editorial pages of the state, 
but the chances are that he 
will get very little support on 
the roll calls if his proposition 
actually gets out of committee 
and to'the floor for a vote. 


The fatal flaw in the argu- 


ment for a constitutional con- 
vention is the fact that what- 
ever can be done in the way of 
reform through a convention 
and a total rewriting of the 
basic law of the state can be 
done piece by piece, through 
the normal amendment pro- 
cess, and with the advantage 
of fuller public attention, more 
thorough 
consideration, 
and 


more careful voting. 
DEMONSTRATION 


The amendment avenue has 


been demonstrated successful- 
ly scores of times in the 
history of the state, and more 
particularly in recent times. 
Repeatedly during the last 
decade 
the 
legislature has 


submitted 
separate 
amend- 


ments to the people for their 
rejection or acceptance. The 
fact that the agitation for the 
convention method of revision 
appears to grow 
after 
the 


rejection of amendments may 
suggest that the convention- 
sponsors believe it is easier to 
achieve changes through their 
methods 
than 
through 
the 


regular method of legislative 
initiative. 


It may very well be. But 


sometimes-there appears to be 
a lack of understanding that a 
constitutional convention won't 
necessarily consist of philoso- 
phers and political scientists 
and editors and arm-chair- 
experts. It will consist of 
politicians, elected 
by the 


same voter who send assem- 
blymen and senators to Madi- 
son. In the nature of things, 
indeed, most of the members 
of a constitutional convention, 
if it -is called, would consist of 
members of the legislature. 
They are the established rep. 
resentatives of their districts. 
They would become candi- 
dates, in the normal course of 
events. They would almost 
surely be elected, in a majori- 
ty of instances. 
RATIFICATION 


One wonders sometimes, al- 


so, whether some of the eager 
backers of a constitutional 
convention 
remember 
that 


whatever revisions are settled 
upon in such a proceeding 
would become effective only if 
ratified by the people in a 
subsequent referendum. There 
is nothing to indicate that the 
people who vote with such 
care on single propositions 
offered to them would be less 
diligent if a whole new docu- 
ment of many pages was 
handed to them for their 
decision. 


The state now has a consti- 


tutional revision commission, 
headed by Justice Thomas E. 
Fairchild of the State Supreme 
Court who in almost every- 
body's estimate is a thoughtful 
and responsible man. One of 
the 
first 
reports of that 


commission only a couple of 
years ago advised against a 
constitutional convention. It 
was content to employ the 
separate amendment process 
for such changes as it con- 
cluded after long and careful 
deliberation may be beneficial 
and needful. 


It is noteworthy also that 


the commission has not re- 
sponded to the clamor for 
wholesale changes in the fun- 
damental law. It has offered 
comparatively 
few proposi- 


tions to date, which indicates 
pretty clearly its judgment 
that the constitution as a 
whole is adequate and should 
not be junked, like an automo- 
bile, merely because it is 
getting old. The great body of 
the constitutional law of this 
state, almost surely, would be 
incorporated into a new docu- 
ment even if- a constitutional 
convention was summoned to 
write one and the people later 
voted to accept it

Word in Language

version of the new Broadway 
comedy.

daughter wanted to know why 
the author couldn't spell better 
than that. 


"Huh." she snorted. "When

knew you didn't spell 
love 


1-u-v." 


Harris 


I hastely assured her that 


playwright Murray Schisgal 
knew that too. and the mis- 
spelling was just a joke. 
Actually, it is more than that, 
as Schisgal explains in his 
preface to the play, 


"The sense of it (the title) is 


that the emotion of love has 
been perverted and misused to 
such an extent that it can only 
be defined by using another 
word which conies closer to 
what we experience, to what 
we think, and how we be- 
have," he says. 


"It can be ki-v, 1-o-v, or x-y- 


t, but it certainly can't be a 
word that has been abused as 
much as 1-o-v-e. L-u-v is the 
perversion of 1-o-v-e. I don't 
have the audacity to define the 
olher," he goes on. 


In an interview with 
Ira 


Peck, he was asked in what 


sense did he feel that love has 
been abused or perverted? 


"In the sense that we use it 


as a repository for insincerity, 
for physical desire, and per- 
haps primarily for money. I'm 
thinking of the cheap movies, 
the cheap books, and the 
cheap slap-dash psychological 
tripe that is continually being 
drummed into our heads. 


"There is a financial value 


in perverting human emotion 
to suit adolescent fancy and it 
is this perversion that is sold 
to the gullible, and to which 
we ourselves are exposed at 
an age of non-discretion that 
proves so harmful when we 
are called upon to behave as 
adults. . .Love has become a 
commodity rather than an 
emotion." 


I have quoted at such length 


because Schisgal's play is one 
of the first in which the author 
admits he doesn't have "the 
audacity to define" authentic 
love, and is content to deal 
mockingly with some of its 
grotesque counterfeits. 


Perhaps no other word in 


the Western world has been so 
abused as "love," in our 
literature as well as in our 
life, and at all levels, from the 
romantic to the religious to the 
parental. Perhaps, in the end, 
it can be defined only nega- 
tively—by showing what R is 
not 


This takes many of us a 


lifetime to find out and by 
then it is too late. To be 
seduced and betrayed by dif- 
ferent forms of "luv" may be 
the most characteristic exper- 
ience of modem man, leading 
directly to the widespread 
present-day" crisis of identi- 
ty."

NEW YORK (AP) - More 


than in previous years business 
conditions in the United States 
and in much of Western Europe 
will depend on the monetary 
and fiscal policies pursued by 
the national governments.

On this side of the Atlantic the

When there is no 
such help forthcoming, the hard 
of hearing can embark on a 
program of self-help. 


Hearing aids have been im- 


proved and more should be 
written about them. A hearing 
aid can be a great boost to self- 
confidence

shattered and needs to be 
rebuilt. 


The person who is hard of 


hearing can develop alertness 
and train himself 
to 
speak 


carefully so that his pronuncia- 
tion does not deteriorate. He 
should be aware that family, 
friends and associates may not 
understand his problem and be 
willing to forgive their lack of 
compassion.
